To  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Councillors, 

1  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  twenty-fourth  Annual  Report 
on  the  work  of  the  Health  Services  of  the  Borough  for  the  year 

1953. 

One  of  the  most  striking  developments  during  recent  years  is 
the  personal  service  extended  to  the  community  by  the  Public 
Health  Department.  Health  Visiting,  Home  Nursing  and  Mid¬ 
wifery;  the  Home  Help  Service,  the  Day  Nursery  Service,  the  care 
and  rehabilitation  of  sufferers  from  Tuberculosis;  the  care  of  the 
mentally  afflicted,  the  welfare  of  young  children,  the  care  of  old 
people.  It  will  be  readily  recognised  that  this  class  of  work  can 
only  be  successfully  undertaken  by  people  who  are  not  only  trained 
but  who  have  the  personal  qualihcations  and  aptitudes  which  are 
inborn  and  cannot  be  taught;  the  difficulty  of  finding  such  people 
to  meet  an  increasing  demand  is  a  constant  problem.  That  the 
demand  will  increase  is  no  figment  of  imagination,  it  is  the  natural 
consequence  of  the  gradual  disintegration  of  family  life.  Fifty 
years  ago  married  women  bore  on  an  average  between  four  and  five 
children.  At  a  date  not  long  after  the  second  World  War,  the 
average  was  two  children  each,  so  that  the  family  circle  was  very 
much  wider  fifty  years  ago.  The  reduction  in  the  size  of  the 
family,  the  occupation  of  women  in  industry  and  in  the  Services,  the 
raising  of  the  school-leaving  age,  National  Service  and  the  effect 
of  a  strange  variety  of  counter  attractions  have  so  reacted  on  family 
life  that  the  State  finds  itself  called  upon  to  undertake  more  and 
more  the  tasks  which  fell  to  relatives  and  friends.  This  general 
trend  must  give  cause  for  considerable  apprehension;  it  may  very 
well  be  that  family  life  as  we  knew  it  fifty  years  ago  will  move 
ultimately  to  extinction.  It  is  a  saddening  thought. 

Eight  fatal  road  accidents  occurred  within  the  Borough  during 
the  year,  and  the  majority  of  these  happened  during  broad  day¬ 
light.  The  simple  truth  is  that  road  accidents  are  the  result  of 
traffic  travelling  at  speed  and  no  one  seems  to  have  the  temerity 
to  say  authoritatively  that  such  speed  shall  be  reduced,  at  any  rate 
in  built  up  areas — time  must  be  saved  at  any  cost,  and  for  what? 
The  daily  slaughter  must  go  on — a  ghastly  price  to  pay  for  the 
vanity  of  man. 

A  corrected  figure  of  20  cases  of  Food  Poisoning  is  recorded 
during  the  year.  I  again  take  the  opportunity  of  expressing 
gratitude  to  the  proprietors  of  many  firms  in  the  area  who  have, 
at  considerable  expense,  installed  equipment  for  the  protection  of 
food  from  contamination  and  who  have  also  encouraged  their  staff 
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to  take  a  real  interest  in  the  matter  of  serving  their  customers  with 
the  cleanest  possible  product.  A  good  deal  remains  to  be  done,  not 
only  in  certain  premises  used  for  food  storage  or  distribution,  but 
in  the  streets  where  dust  and  rubbish  could  be  reduced  to  a  mini¬ 
mum.  receptacles  should  be  set  up  at  convenient  points  for  the 
deposit  of  small  refuse  and  legislation  enforced  on  offenders  who 
will  not  co-operate  in  keeping  our  streets  clean.  The  Department 
continued  the  course  of  lectures  on  food  hygiene  under  the  auspices 
of  the  St.  John's  Ambulance  Association,  which  were  held  in  the 
Temperance  Hall,  Keighley;  the  response  was  not  as  good  as  during 
the  previous  year,  but  so  long  as  there  is  any  interest,  so  long  will 
the  classes  be  made  available. 

The  average  number  of  new  claims  to  sickness  benefit  through¬ 
out  the  year  was  154,  as  compared  with  139  in  1952.  There  was, 
however,  a  significant  drop  in  the  number  of  claims  received  during 
the  holiday  period,  namely,  Easter,  Whitsuntide,  Keighley  Feast 
Week  and  August  Bank  Holiday.  An  explanation  of  this  interest¬ 
ing  state  of  affairs  would  be  welcome.  The  weekly  figure  of  the 
total  number  of  new  claims  to  sickness  benefit  is  compiled  in  the 
local  office  of  the  Ministry  of  National  Insurance,  and  give  some 
indication  of  the  general  health  of  the  population. 

In  spite  of  a  vast  expenditure  of  time  and  money  on  publicity, 
the  number  of  cases  immunised  against  Diphtheria  has  fallen  from 
630  in  1952  to  318  this  year,  a  drop  of  almost  50  per  cent.  The 
service  is  free,  the  disease  deadly,  yet  there  are  parents  who  are 
palpably  indifferent  to  the  danger  to  which  their  child  is  exposed. 
It  is  shameful  that  a  child  might  have  to  suffer  illness,  possibly 
fatal,  on  account  of  parental  ineptitude. 

The  Department  works  amicably  with  officers  of  the  Hospital 
Management  Committee,  but  a  much  vaster  and  altogether 
unexplored  held  of  co-operation  lies  before  us;  if  preventive 
measures  are  to  be  brought  into  operation  to  their  full  extent  then 
we  in  the  Public  Health  Service  must  have  full  information  as  to 
the  morbidity  of  the  population;  this  can  only  be  provided  by  the 
Hospital  and  General  Practitioner  Services.  The  National  Health 
Service  Act  combines  these  services  and  envisages  the  smooth 
working  of  their  inter-related  machinery  to  the  greatest  public 
advantage,  but  tradition  dies  hard  and  difficulties  arise. 

Are  we  to  accept  the  back-breaking  burden  of  sickness  as  some¬ 
thing  inherent  in  the  life  of  the  community  much  as  we  accept  the 
daily  toll  of  the  roads?  The  tide  of  sickness,  with  its  devastating 
impact  on  national  productivity,  is  beyond  the  control  of  the 
present  system — it  must  be  brought  under  control.  The  National 
Health  Service  must  provide  for  the  active  prevention  of  disease 
as  well  as  for  its  attempted  cure.  The  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
should  be  a  familiar  figure  in  the  hospital  ward  and  in  the  out¬ 
patient  department.  Curative  medicine  has  been  revolutionised 
during  the  last  hundred  years,  but  the  task  of  investigating  the 
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potentialities  of  preventive  medicine  still  faces'  us  and  cannot  be 
evaded  indefinitely.  It  is  high  time  preventive  medicine  was 
raised  from  a  slumbering  specialism  and  took  its  proper  place  in 
contributing  to  the  evolution  of  a  healthy,  vigorous  community. 

I  would  again  express  my  thanks  for  the  support  I  have  at  the 
hands  of  my  staff  and  for  the  understanding  of  the  Chairman  and 
Members  of  my  Health  Committee.

PRINCIPAL  INDUSTRIES. 

The  average  number  of  persons  registered  as  wholly  unem¬ 
ployed  during  the  year  was  85  men  and  20  women.  In  addition, 
there  were  temporarily  stopped  12  men  and  4  women,  as  compared 
with  175  registered  as  wholly  unemployed  during  the  year  1952. 

The  register  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  was  higher  than  at 
any  time  during  the  year  and  the  men’s  wholly  unemployed  figure 
was  reduced  by  approximately  a  third  during  the  year  and  the 
women’s  by  approximately  a  half.  The  temporarily  stopped 
dwindled  to  nil  by  the  end  of  the  year.  There  was  a  steep  decline 
in  all  sections  from  the  beginning  of  the  year  to  the  end  of  March 
and  from  that  date  there  was  only  a  slight  variation. 

As  far  as  can  be  seen  there  is  every  prospect  of  steady 
employment  throughout  at  least  the  first  half  of  the  year  and 
possibly  the  whole  year.  Labour  is  scarce  and  vacancies  are  many, 
especially  for  skilled  workers.

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VITAL  STATISTICS— SUMMARY. 

Births.  The  total  number  of  Births  registered  during  the  year 
was  844,  as  compared  with  829  in  1952,  832  in  1951  and  855  in 
1950.  As  will  be  seen,  the  annual  Birth  Rate  is  gradually 
decreasing.  Of  the  total  births  registered  during  the  years  1953, 
1952,  1951  and  1950  there  were  816,  813,  813  and  840  Live  Births 
respectively  and  28,  16,  19  and  15  Still  Births  respectively. 

Deaths.  The  number  of  Deaths  registered  throughout  the  year 
is  838,  as  compared  with  793  in  1952,  896  in  1951  and  852  in  1950. 

Infant  Deaths.  The  total  number  of  infants  dying  under  1 
year  of  age  during  the  year  is  21,  as  compared  with  21  in  1952, 
25  in  1951  and  34  in  1950.  It  is  indeed  gratifying  to  record  that 
the  efficiency  and  co-operation  of  all  concerned  has  produced  such 
a  satisfactory  state  of  affairs. 

Maternal  Deaths.  I  am  indeed  happy  to  record  that  once 
again  there  was  not  a  single  Maternal  Death  registered  during  the 
year,  as  compared  with  none  in  1952,  1  in  1951  and  2  in  1950.

Public  Health  Officers  of  the  Local  Authority. 

Full  details  of  the  staff  of  the  Department  are  given  at  the 
beginning  of  this  report. 

Laboratory  Service. 

Laboratory  work  for  the  area  is  performed  by  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory  of  the  Medical  Research  Council  situate  at 
Bradford,  and  I  am  indebted  to  Dr.  H.  G.  Smith  and  his  staff  for 
their  co-operation  throughout  the  year. 

Facilities  are  afforded  to  General  Practitioners,  on  whose  behalf 
the  collection  and  submission  for  bacteriological  examination  of  all 
types  of  specimens  are  arranged  by  the  Department.  This  has 
proved  of  value  in  enabling  early  diagnosis,  early  preventive  action 
in  the  control  of  infectious  disease,  and  in  reducing  exclusion  from 
school,  etc. 

National  Assistance  Acts,  1948  and  1951, 

Section  47  of  the  National  Assistance  Act,  1948,  makes  provi¬ 
sion  for  securing  the  necessary  care  and  attention  for  persons  who — 

(a)  are  suffering  from  grave  chronic  disease  or,  being  aged,  infirm 

or  physically  incapacitated,  are  living  in  insanitary  conditions, 

and 

(b)  are  unable  to  devote  to  themselves,  and  are  not  receiving  from 

other  persons,  proper  care  and  attention. 

The  Local  Authority  may  on  receipt  of  a  certificate  from  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health,  authorise  an  application  to  be  made  to 
a  Court  of  Summary  Jurisdiction  for  an  Order  to  remove  the  person 
to  a  suitable  hospital  or  other  place  and  his  detention  an  1 
maintenance  therein  for  a  period  not  exceeding  three  months. 

Under  the  provisions  of  the  National  Assistance  (Amendment) 
Act,  1951,  the  Local  Authority  can,  where  urgent  removal  is  con¬ 
sidered  necessary,  authorise  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  to  take 
immediate  action  seeking  an  Order  from  a  Court  of  Summary 
Jurisdiction  to  detain  the  person  in  suitable  premises  for  a  period 
not  exceeding  three  weeks. 

A  number  of  cases  are  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Depart¬ 
ment  each  year.  Every  endeavour  is,  however,  made  to  remedy 
or  alleviate  the  circumstances  before  applying  for  a  Court  Order. 

It  was  found  necessary  to  apply  for  such  an  order  on  only  one 
occasion  during  the  year  in  respect  of  a  female  aged  85  years  who 
was  living  alone  and  was  unclean  in  appearance.  On  investigation 
her  place  of  residence  was  found  to  be  insanitary  and  she  was  not 
receiving  from  other  persons  proper  care  and  attention.  An  order 
was  granted  under  the  principal  Act. 
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National  Assistance  Act,  1948. 

Section  50  of  the  above  Act  places  on  the  Local  Authority  a 
duty  to  cause  to  be  buried  or  cremated  the  body  of  any  person  who 
has  died  or  been  found  dead  in  the  area,  in  any  case  where  it 
appears  that  no  suitable  arrangements  for  the  disposal  of  the  body 
have  been  or  are  being  made. 

The  Local  Authority  required  to  take  action  in  connection 
with  this  section  of  the  National  Assistance  Act,  1948,  on  one  occa¬ 
sion  during  the  year. 

Mortuaries. 

There  are  two  Mortuaries  in  the  Borough,  situate  at  Utley  and 
Haworth;  the  Utley  Mortuary  is  the  one  nearest  to  the  Town 
Centre,  and  as  will  be  seen  from  the  following  table,  the  greater 
number  of  post  mortems  were  held  there  during  the  year.  The 
Utley  Mortuary  is  suitably  sited,  adequate  viewing  facilities  are 
provided  for  relatives,  it  is  well  lighted,  there  is  a  good  supply  of 
hot  and  cold  water  and  a  lavatory  is  provided.  Conditions  are  not 
so  good  at  the  Haworth  Mortuary,  where  the  accommodation  con¬ 
sists  of  one  room  only,  which  is  used  for  post-mortem  examinations; 
there  is,  however,  a  supply  of  hot  and  cold  water  and  the  room  is 
suitably  lighted.  Both  Mortuaries  are  served  by  an  attendant.

Cleansing  Station. 

The  cleansing  of  verminous  persons  and  their  clothing  and  the 
treatment  of  persons  suffering  from  scabies  (with  the  exception  of 
school  children)  is  undertaken  at  the  Cleansing  Station;  treatment 
in  both  cases  being  performed  free  of  charge.  No  cases  were, 
however,  found  to  require  such  treatment  during  the  year. 

In  order  to  prevent  the  importation  of  bed  bugs  into  Corpora 
tion  houses  through  the  medium  of  household  effects  and  clothing 
from  insanitary  houses,  arrangements  are  made  as  follows: — 

( 1 )  The  provision  of  the  Disinfestation  Station  on  Corporation 
property  at  Marley,  where  there  are  bathing  facilities,  waiting 
rooms,  cubicles  and  sanitary  conveniences,  also  a  “Thresh 
high  pressure  steam  disinfector  in  which  clothing  and  soft 
goods  (e.g.  bedding)  are  disinfected,  and 

(2)  The  subjection  of  household  effects  by  a  firm  of  Fumigators  to 
liquid  H.C.N.  gas  whilst  the  tenants  are  bathing  and  their 
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bedding  and  clothing  are  being  dealt  with  in  the  steam  disinfec¬ 
tor.  On  completion  of  fumigation  the  whole  of  the  goods  are 
removed  to  the  new  house. 

Six  families  were  dealt  with  under  the  provisions  of  this 
scheme  during  the  year. 

The  Station  is  opened  as  required,  but  could  in  an  emergency, 
be  put  into  full  operation  within  twelve  hours.

There  were  twenty-three  cases  of  Food  Poisoning  notified 
during  the  year;  the  diagnosis  in  respect  of  three  of  these  patients 
was,  however,  subsequently  revised,  thus  giving  a  corrected  figure 
of  twenty  cases  for  the  year,  as  compared  with  none  in  1952,  two 
in  1951  and  three  in  1950.  Of  the  above  twenty  cases  three  were 
notified  during  the  second  quarter  of  the  year,  sixteen  during  the 
third  quarter  and  one  during  the  fourth  quarter. 

An  investigation  was  carried  out  by  the  Department’s  staff  into 
each  notified  case,  and  it  was  established  that  no  case  was  in  any 
way  connected  with  any  other  case,  nor  was  the  cause  traced  in  any 
of  the  notified  cases. 

Smallpox. 

1  am  indeed  happy  to  be  able  to  record  that  once  again  not  one 
case  of  Smallpox  was  notified  during  the  year.  It  is,  however, 
worthy  of  note  that  the  last  case  in  this  area  occurred  in  1930,  in 
which  year  8  cases  were  notified.

New  Claims  to  Sickness  Benefit. 

The  fluctuation  in  the  weekly  figure  of  the  total  number  of  new 
claims  to  sickness  benefit,  compiled  in  the  Local  Office  of  the 
Ministry  of  National  Insurance,  gives  some  indication  of  the  general 
health  of  the  population,  notably  in  the  progress  of  seasonal  or 
epidemic  influenza.  The  weekly  number  of  new  claims  to  sickness 
benefit  received  at  the  Keighley  office  of  the  Ministry  of  National 
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Insurance  is  supplied  by  the  Regional  Controller  through  the  West 
Riding  County  Council.  The  average  number  of  new  claims  to 
sickness  benefit  throughout  the  year  was  154  per  week,  as  compared 
with  139  in  1952.  The  figures  in  respect  of  May  to  September 
inclusive  were  well  below  average,  whilst  the  figures  during  the 
winter  months,  although  considerably  higher,  did  not  indicate 
anything  out  of  the  ordinary.  There  was,  however,  a  significant 
drop  in  the  number  of  claims  received  during  the  holiday  periods, 
namely  Easter,  Whitsuntide,  Keighley  Feast  Week  and  August 
Bank  Holiday. 

Library  Books. 

During  the  year  194  books  which  had  been  in  contact  with 
cases  of  "notifiable”  disease  were  disinfected;  141  were  dealt  with 
for  the  Keighley  Public  Library,  12  for  local  circulating  libraries, 
and  the  remaining  41  for  schools. 

Disinfection  of  Houses. 

Private  dwelling  houses  in  which  a  case  of  1  ‘notifiable”  disease 
is  resident  is  disinfected  either  on  the  removal  of  the  patient  to  an 
Infectious  Diseases  Hospital  or  on  the  completion  of  the  patient’s 
isolation  at  home.  Under  the  provisions  of  this  scheme,  170 
houses  were  disinfected  during  the  year. 

Investigations. 

196  investigations  were  carried  out  in  connection  with  cases 
of  infectious  disease  during  the  year. 

Cancer — Malignant  Disease. 

I  understand  from  the  Secretary  of  the  Bradford  "A”  Group 
Hospital  Management  Committee  that  74  cases  of  malignant 
disease  were  admitted  to  the  Bradford  Regional  Radium  Institute 
from  the  Keighley  Victoria  Hospital  during  the  year  and  that  the 
total  number  of  nursing  days  in  relation  to  these  patients  was  1,128. 
The  number  of  nursing  days  in  respect  of  patients  still  in  hospital 
on  the  31st  December,  1952,  was  14. 

Mass  Radiography. 

A  survey  was  carried  out  in  this  area  by  the  Mass  Radiography 
Unit  of  the  Leeds  Regional  Hospital  Board  during  the  period  19th 
August  to  4th  September,  1953,  inclusive.  A  summary  of  the 
conditions  found  is  set  out  in  the  following  table.

There  are  still  numerous  private  water  supplies,  particularly 
in  connection  with  farm  premises,  which  have  been  frequently 
sampled.  Users  are  advised  as  to  necessary  precautions  where  the 
index  of  pollution  indicated  this  as  desirable.  Such  premises  are  out¬ 
side  the  present  economic  possibility  of  having  a  suitable  alternative 
wholesome  supply  laid  on  from  the  town's  mains. 

During  the  year  2  such  samples  were  taken,  both  of  which  were 
found  to  be  unsatisfactory. 

Extension  of  town's  supply  to  outlying  districts  such  as  News- 
holme,  Spring  Wells,  Holme  House,  Green  Top,  Goose  Eye,  Outer 
Stanbury,  Upper  Marsh,  Leeming,  Tansy  End,  Horkinstone,  Oxen- 
hope  and  Cackleshaw,  Oakworth,  where  comparatively  small 
groups  of  dwellings  are  served  by  private  supplies  has  or  is  now 
in  the  process  of  completion.

HOUSING. 

The  circumstances  described  in  previous  Reports  have  naturally 
progressed  to  a  more  serious  state  and  no  relief  is  anticipated  from 
this  until  the  Government  authorise  Slum  Clearance  Schemes  which 
are,  of  course,  under  active  consideration. 

During  the  year  150  Housing  Investigations  were  carried  out 
and  special  recommendations  in  certain  cases  were  forwarded  to  the 
appropriate  committee. 

Since  the  operation  of  the  Act,  4,905  houses  have  been  supplied 
with  the  ‘  'permitted  number’ ’  by  the  Department. 

COMMON  LODGING  HOUSES. 

There  are  two  Common  Lodging  Houses  in  the  Borough,  solely 
used  by  men,  both  of  which  are  well  maintained,  and  which  were 
inspected  on  8  separate  occasions. 

Having  regard  to  Louse-born  Typhus  Fever,  such  premises 
are  inspected  to  determine  from  the  evidence  available  the  number 
of  inmates  who  are  actually  carrying  lice  on  their  persons.  An 
examination  of  the  bedding  reveals  this  state  of  affairs.  By 
arrangement  with  the  Keeper  the  men  are,  as  soon  as  practicable, 
transported  to  the  Disinfestation  Station  for  appropriate  treatment 
to  their  bodies,  clothing  and  other  effects.  However,  no  sucn 
treatment  has  been  necessary  during  the  year.

DISEASES  OF  ANIMALS  ACTS  AND  ORDERS. 

The  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector  is  the  Council’s  Inspector  under 
these  Acts  and  senior  officers  of  the  Police  act  as  officers  of  the  Local 
Authority  for  the  purpose  of  granting  licences  and  other  adminis¬ 
trative  duties.  A  summary  of  action  taken  by  all  officers,  including 
the  Divisional  Inspector  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries, 
is  as  follows: —

SHOP  ACTS,  1912-1950. 

These  Acts  deal  with  closing  hours  of  retail  shops,  half-day 
closing  orders,  hours  of  employment  of  young  persons  and  meal 
hours  of  shop  assistants  and  Sunday  trading  restrictions. 

This  type  of  supervision  is  carried  out  simultaneously  with  the 
statutory  duties  laid  on  Local  Authorities  by  welfare  and  hygienic 
provisions  in  the  Act  of  1950.  These  provisions  aim  at  the  control 
of  temperature,  ventilation  and  lighting  in  shops,  suitable  and 
sufficient  sanitation,  and  washing  and  meal  taking  facilities. 

In  the  case  of  food  shops,  these  provisions,  together  with  the 
hygiene  of  premises  required  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Acts,  are 
enforced. 

Notwithstanding  the  vague  phrasing  of  most  of  this  legislation, 
every  substantial  food  shop,  store  and  warehouse  in  the  town  now 
has  reasonable  facilities  for  promoting  cleanliness  of  premises  and 
personnel.

CLEANSING 
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The  Cleansing  Department  is  responsible  for  the  emptying  of 
Pail  Closets,  the  collection  and  disposal  of  House  Refuse,  the 
collection,  processing  and  subsequent  disposal  of  Salvage,  and  the 
cleansing  and  maintenance  of  Public  Conveniences.

The  pail  closets  are  emptied  every  week. 

Two  motor  vehicles  are  employed  on  this  work.  These  vehicles 
are  each  fitted  with  a  galvanised  iron  tank  occupying  about  one- 
third  of  the  body  space  and  into  which  the  contents  of  the  pad 
closets  are  emptied.  The  remaining  two-thirds  of  the  body  space 
of  the  vehicle  is  used  for  the  reception  of  house  refuse.  By  this 
means  the  pail  closets  and  dustbins  are  emptied  at  the  same  time, 
thus  eliminating  the  need  for  two  visits. 

REFUSE  COLLECTION. 

Composition  of  Refuse. 

During  the  year  there  were  two  features  in  the  composition  of 
the  refuse  worthy  of  note.  Firstly  there  was  the  very  marked 
increase  in  the  paper  content  of  the  refuse,  and  seconlly  the  increase 
in  the  quantity  of  old  household  furniture  and  furnishings  put  out 
for  collection.  In  the  latter  case,  the  inadequacy  of  sideloading 
refuse  vehicles  with  sliding  shutters  for  dealing  with  material  of 
this  nature  was  amply  demonstrated,  and  should  this  trend  con¬ 
tinue,  other  arrangements  will  require  to  be  made  for  handling 
articles  of  furniture,  or  a  more  suitable  type  of  vehicle  employed. 

Storage  of  Refuse. 

The  replacement  of  defective  dustbins  and  wooden  “tubs'" 
continued  smoothly  throughout  the  year.  It  is  interesting  to  note 
that  although  many  of  the  wooden  “tubs"  have  been  replaced  by 
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the  modern  type  of  dustbin,  there  is  still  a  considerable  number 
still  in  use  which  look  strong  enough  to  give  many  more  years  of 
service. 

Collection  of  Refuse. 

The  increase  in  the  number  and  size  of  the  new  housing 
estates,  composed  mainly  of  semi-detached  houses  with  wide  roads, 
grass  verges,  footpaths  and  gardens,  raises  the  problem  of  economic 
collection  of  refuse  from  these  areas.  Ideal  though  these  estates 
may  be  from  the  amenities,  health  and  layout  viewpoints,  they  are 
far  from  ideal  from  the  refuse  collection  one.  The  bins  are  generally 
situated  at  or  near  the  back  door  of  the  houses,  and  rightly  so,  but 
to  collect  the  refuse  from  here  usually  means  the  collector  has  to 
traverse  a  grass  verge,  footpath,  the  length  of  the  front  garden,  in 
many  cases  negotiating  several  steps  in  the  process,  and  walk  the 
width  and  part  of  the  length  of  the  house.  These  long  ‘ ‘carries" 
slow  appreciably  the  speed  of  collection,  thus  adding  to  labour 
costs,  which  already  continue  to  rise  steadily  year  by  year.  It  is 
to  be  hoped  that  the  provision  of  a  rear  service  road  to  give  access 
for  binmen  and  coalmen  will  be  considered  in  future  layouts. 

The  availability  of  sufficient  suitable  labour  for  refuse  collec¬ 
tion  is  once  again  becoming  difficult,  and  as  in  past  years  the 
maintenance  of  a  regular  weekly  collection  has  been  adversely 
affected  by  this  factor,  particularly  at  holiday  periods  and  when 
the  incidence  of  sickness  amongst  employees  is  high. 

The  average  period  between  collections  over  the  whole  year 
was  ten  days  in  the  central  and  more  populous  areas,  and  fourteen 
days  in  the  outer  areas  of  the  Borough. 

The  tonnage  of  house  and  trade  refuse,  including  salvage 
collected,  shows  an  increase  of  238  tons  or  1.60%  when  compared 
with  the  previous  year.

REFUSE  DISPOSAL. 

Development  of  Marley  Tip. 

The  five  acres  of  Marley  Tip  graded  and  soiled  during  the 
previous  year  were  sown  with  grass  in  the  autumn  and  a  satisfac¬ 
tory  growth  is  manifesting  itself.  A  further  three  and  one  half 
acres  of  the  Tip  which  had  been  tipped  to  top  level  were  levelled,

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graded  and  soiled  to  a  depth  of  8in.  preparatory  to  sowing  with 
grass.  The  soil  used  was  excavated  from  the  low  level,  after 
which  tipping  was  commenced  in  that  area  to  prevent  the  incursion 
of  the  River  Aire.  Towards  the  end  of  the  year  after  a  heavy 
rainstorm,  flooding  did  occur  in  this  section  while  tipping  was  n 
progress,  and  it  was  found  necessary  to  pump  the  floodwater  back 
into  the  river  after  the  floods  had  subsided. 

The  remainder  of  the  area  of  the  tip,  where  tipping  operations 
have  reached  top  level  was  surveyed,  levels  taken,  and  plans  drawn 
up  for  the  further  development  of  the  land  as  playing  fields.  By 
tipping  to  the  levels  now  set  out  it  is  anticipated  that  this  area  will 
absorb  all  the  refuse  for  disposal  for  a  period  of  another  two  years. 

The  volume  of  soil  obtained  from  the  low  level  was  greater 
than  anticipated,  with  the  result  that  an  area  of  approximately  two 
acres  from  which  soil  has  still  to  be  excavated  has  been  left  for 
future  use. 

Refuse  Disposal. 

All  the  refuse  is  disposed  of  by  means  of  controlled  tipping. 

The  greater  proportion  of  the  refuse  was  disposed  of  at  Marley 
Tip,  which  has  been  in  use  for  many  years.  The  only  other  Tip 
used  during  the  year  was  Cemetery  Tip,  Oakworth,  to  which  the 
majority  of  refuse  from  the  outlying  areas  of  the  Borough  went  for 
disposal. 

There  have  been  small  outbreaks  of  fire  at  both  Tips  on  several 
occasions  during  the  year,  and  it  has  been  necessary  to  enlist  the 
services  of  the  Fire  Department  on  more  than  one  occasion.  The 
increase  in  the  number  of  fires  at  Marley  can  be  attributed  to  the 
proximity  of  the  tipping  area  to  the  playing  fields  being  developed 
at  Aireworth  Road  by  the  Parks  Department.  This  is  borne  out 
by  the  fact  that  all  fires  started  on  Saturday  evenings,  usually  after 
the  end  of  a  football  match  on  the  pitch  nearest  to  the  tip.  As 
stated  in  previous  reports,  covering  material  in  sufficient  quantities 
is  difficult  to  obtain,  and  these  fires  have  always  originated  at  that 
part  of  the  tipping  face  where  the  covering  material  was  lightest  oi 
non-existent.  A  repetition  of  their  regularity  must  lead  to  the 
employment  of  a  watchman. 

During  the  winter  period  the  Department  was  asked  to  level, 
by  tipping  part  of  the  cricket  field  belonging  to  Haworth  Methodist 
Cricket  Club.  As  this  field  was  convenient  for  the  reception  of 
refuse  from  the  Haworth  area,  it  was  agreed  to  accede  to  the 
request.  The  work  is  now  almost  complete,  and  a  considerable 
mileage  has  been  saved  by  the  vehicles  collecting  in  this  area. 

The  tonnage  of  refuse  dealt  with  during  the  period  under 
review  shows  a  decrease  of  827  tons  or  2.92%  compared  with  the 
previous  year.  The  tonnage  of  house  refuse  increased  bv  340  tons, 
while  the  amount  delivered  to  the  tip  by  private  traders  was  1,167 
tons  less  than  last  year.

SALVAGE. 

The  recovery  of  waste  materials  from  the  refuse  and  the 
subsequent  sale  of  these  materials  continued  during  the  year,  but 
on  a  somewhat  reduced  scale. 


Waste  Paper. 

The  beginning  of  the  financial  year  coincided  with  a  further 
fall  in  the  price  of  mixed  waste  paper  from  £7  10s.  Od.  per  ton, 
and  because  of  the  excessive  stocks  of  this  material  held  by  the 
Mills  the  restriction  on  the  amount  that  could  be  despatched  to 
them  continued  during  the  first  half  of  the  year.  Conditions  eased 
considerably  after  that,  however,  and  not  only  have  these  restric¬ 
tions  been  removed,  but  Local  Authorities  are  again  being  urged 
to  increase  their  collections.  It  will  not  be  surprising,  however, 
if  many  Authorities  do  not  hasten  to  do  this,  considering  the 
fluctuations  that  have  occurred  in  this  market  of  recent  years.  It 
must  be  borne  in  mind,  however,  that  refuse  from  which  the  greater 
proportion  of  paper  has  been  removed  is  much  easier  to  handle  at 
the  Tip,  and  is  considerably  reduced  in  volume,  while  the  Tip  itself 
can  be  kept  much  neater  and  tidier. 

For  these  reasons  alone  the  continuance  of  waste  paper  salvage 
may  be  justified,  even  if  the  financial  aspect  is  not  as  rosy  as  in 
former  years. 

Food  Waste  Collection. 

Following  the  decision  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  to 
deration  animal  feeding  stuffs  on  31st  July,  1953,  the  Committee 
decided  to  discontinue  the  special  collection  of  Food  Waste 
inaugurated  during  the  war  years.  The  salvage  of  this  material 
was  therefore  discontinued  on  the  19th  September,  1953,  and  the 
communal  bins  removed  from  the  streets  of  the  Borough.  That  this 
decision  was  proper  and  timely  would  seem  to  be  borne  out  by  the 
fact  that  many  Authorities  who  continued  to  salvage  this  material 
are  now  having  difficulty  in  finding  markets  for  it. 

Scrap  Metal. 

In  co-operation  with  the  Joint  Steel  Scrap  Survey  Committee 
a  Scrap  Metal  Drive  was  organised  between  11th  and  16th  May, 
1953.  A  total  of  24  tons  15  cwts.  of  metal  was  collected  during  the 
week,  and  while  this  tonnage  is  only  about  50%  of  the  national 
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average  attained  during  these  special  efforts,  the  Drive  was  a  success 
from  the  financial  angle,  a  profit  of  £20  11s.  8d.  being  made.
